It is known in the art that stirring aptitude and extensibility of ointment preparations 
can be determined via sensory examination while stirring the preparation with a wooden 
spatula and spreading the preparation onto gauze with a wooden spatula respectively. Both 
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properties (i.e., stirring aptitude and extensibility) can be assigned four ranks: very easily 
stirred/extensible, easily stirred/extensible, difficult to stir/extend, and very difficult to 
stir/extend. These ranks indicate perceptible differences in their respective properties. By 
their very perception, those differences in stirring aptitude and extensibility are meaningful 
differences in ointment preparations.
